CANCER STUDY AT HARVARD. 


A 8pecial Investigation of the Effect of 
Radium to Be Mads. 


Cambridge, 
Mass. — The effect 
of 
radium in the treatment of cancer is to 
be made the subject of a special inves­ 
tigation under the direction of Dr. Wil­ 
liam Duane at the Harvard medical 
school. 


For the present the experiments will 
be conducted In the Collis P. Hunting­ 
ton building, but as soon as possible a 
special building is to be constructed 
adjoining the medical school and de­ 
voted entirely to the work of radium 
investigation. 


Dr. Duane has studied in the labora­ 
tory of Mme. Curie, the discoverer of 
radium, and has been in touch also 
with the work of the Radium institute 
in London. 
The investigation is to be 
made under the supervision of the can­ 
cer commission of Harvard. Dr. E. E 
Tyzzee, director of the commission, 
says that a group of investigators is 
being assembled to attack the problem 
of cancer treatment from various points 
of view. 


WILL WED ONLY THE SOUND.

MontcJalr, N. J.—The Rev. Henry E 
Jackson, pastor of the Christian Union 
Congregational church here, has an 
nounced he will perform no more mar­ 
riages without a certificate signed by 
the physician of the bride to be that 
the intended bridegroom Is in perfect 
health.

WILSON 
MADE BRIEF VISIT 


Spoke £ o v Fifteen Minutes In Big 


Tent and 
Quickly Left For Nevs 


York—Old Soldiers Had Big Time. 


The railroads at Gettysburg, Pa. 
were nearly swamped by the rush ol 
veterans to depart for home. Assisted 
by Major Normoyle and the United 
States soldiers, the old soldiers were 
entrained and thousands departed, al 
shouting praise for the big encamp­ 
ment. 


The president of the United States 
came to Gettysburg and made a speech 
and over a dozen governors, trailed 
by their staffs, marched and counter* 
marched, but the real feature of tho 
last day of the reunion was the parade 
before sunrise, the singing, shouting 
parade, while Confederate bands play 
ed “Marching Through Georgia” and 
the Federad bands stirred the echoes 
of the Ro\mdtops with “Dixie.” 
Thu 
paraders were made up of old men 
who had found theiv youth on the 
Held of Gettysburg and who marched 
with 
their 
hands 
on each other’s 
shoulders or their arms around each 
other’s necks. 


No one episode of the semi-centen­ 
nial celebration testified so finely to 
the one big fact that the veterans of 
the blue and gray have thoroughly en­ 
joyed themselves, but all bitterness, 
all soreness has passed away, and that 
every dollar that our Uncle Sam and 
the states spent was 
mighty 
well 
apent in bringing them together. 


At least 75,000 people saw the fire­ 
works and took joy in the pleasure of 
the veterans. Automobiles came all 
the way from Philadelphia and Balti­ 
more, as well as from the small towns 
for fifty miles around. 


The roads were choked with grunt­ 
ing 
motors, 
and 
Major 
Groome’s 
Pennsylvania police, together with the 
regular 
army 
cavalry, found it a 
sweating, trying job to guard the lives 
of veterans who wandered over the 
roads, blind to all but the lights and 
colors 
breaking over Little Round 
Top. 


President Wilson was received at 
the Western Maryland station by the 
Pennsylvania monuments commission, 
including Governor Tener. Drawn up 
at the depot were four troops of the 
Fifteenth cavalry and a detachment 
of the Pennsylvania state* police un­ 
der Major Groome. The escort wasted 
no time in getting Mr. Wilson over 
the mile between the station and the 
encampment. The only view that the 
thousands of old soldiers who did not 
attend the celebration in the big lem 
had of the president was through a 
rolling cloud of dust. 


The big tent was pretty well filled 
when the president arrived. At least 
half of the audience of 10,000 were vis­ 
itors, not veterans. 
Most people re* 
garded the ceremonies as more of a 
civic celebration, more of the usual 
Fourth of July affair, than as a large 
episode of the reunion. As the piesi 
dent came on the camp grounds Ba - 
tery E, of the Third Field artillery, 
fired the twenty-one guns salu.e t:i 
which the office of the presidency is 
entitled. The meeting in the big tent 
was fairly rushed through. Governor 
Tener, of Pennsylvania presented the 
president in a dozen words. Mr. Wil 
son, after the applause had subsided, 
read his speech rapidly. He had fin 
ished in a quarter of an hour and was 
away in a hurry. One veteran, Colonel 
John Love, of the Eighth Virginia, just 
had time to grasp his hand and then 
the secret service men had rushed him 
out of the big tent and into his auto­ 
mobile. 
He 
disappeared down the 
Chambersburg pike in a cloud of dust, 
was in Gettysburg town in a few min­ 
utes and on his special heading to­ 
wards New York in a few minutes 
aaore. 


At exactly noon the guns of Battery 
E began a salute to the Union, a sa­ 
lute of forty-eight guns that is fired on 
the Fourth. At the instant the bang 
of the first gun was heard every offi­ 
cer and man of the regular army in 
the camp stood at attention. This was 
in memory of both armies who had 
died on the field of Gettysburg. Colo­ 
nel Leggitt issued the order and the 
news of it went quickly around the 
great camp. When noon came thou­ 
sands of the veterans stood with bared 
heads in the hot sun. 


perfect weather and perfect treat­ 
ment, combined with their own light 
hearted enjoyment, kepe the veterans 
well and vigorous. The deaths, eight 
out of 50,000, tells the story better 
than any number of words could do.

La Beneto, the snake 
charmer, who owned the reptile, came 
running on the scene with her flageo­ 
let between her lips. Arriving near 
the snake, she began playing a low, 
weird melody, all the* time swaying 
her body gently. 


Raising its head, the big python be­ 
gan to sway in rhythm with the player 
and the music, and, gradually loosen­ 
ing its folds about Stenger, the big 
reptile coiled on the ground with its 
head swaying from side to side. 


Slowly approaching the snake, Mile, 
La Beneto, still playing, gently forced 
it lnte the glass cage. 


In the meantime Stenger, who had 
toppled over unconscious when releas­ 
ed from the folds of the snake, was re­ 
vived and found to be uninjured ex­ 
cept for the severe squeezing.

Trail” of other days,

known to history and the annals of 
western romance long before many 
a now prosperous city had emerged 
from the infant stage. 
Some of 
her latter day rivals 
may 
have 
passed Santa Fe in the race for 
population and commercial 
stand 
Ing, but none 
of 
them 
can 
vie 
with 
her 
in 
historical 
associa t i o n s 
or 
cosmopoli­ 
tan character­ 
istics. 


Indeed, 
tho 
fascinating old 
city of Canta 
Fe 
not 
only 
enjoys the dis­ 
tinction of be­ 
ing the oldest 
tow'n and the 
oldest capital on the American continent, but it 
Is probably the quaintest and most picturesque 
settlement within the borders of the United States. 
In the centuries in which its interesting history 
has extended the Villa Real de Santa Fe de San 
Francisco de Assissi—to give 
its 
full 
Spanish 
name—has been under three ilags, each ruling 
power having left its impress without obliterat­ 
ing the influences of tho others. 
In short, no 
other city of this hemisphere, not even St. August­ 
ine on New Orleans, so links the past and the 
present—the old era and tho new in American 
civilization. 


To a certain extent Santa Fe may bo said to 
be off the main beaten paths of transcontinental 
railway travel, being, in fact, the terminus of a 
branch railroad which forms an offshoot of some 
18 miles from tbe through line to the Pacific coast. 
However, this circumstance has not prevented a 
commendable 
commercial 
development 
in the 
ancient city and in these days of automobiles and 
in the future of the aeroplane Santa Fe will be re­ 
lieved of any sense of isolation. The ancient cap­ 
ital is situated in the middle of a high plain rim­ 
med with mountain peaks, the altitude being 
more than 7,000 feet above tho sea, and as the 
tourist climbs up on to what appears to be in very 
truth the roof of the world, there lies spread out 
Dn either hand a panorama of far-reaching plains 
guarded by a close cordon of blue mountains that 
Is simply inspiring in its sublime beauty. 


The little city of Santa Fe has a 
wealth 
of 
“show places/1 any one of which might be expect­ 
ed to make the reputation of a muclj larger city 
as a tourist Mecca. 
One of the most interesting 
of these historical 
headliners 
is 
the 
famous 
Church of San Miguel, the “cradle of Christianity 
on the American continent/1 
This time-honored 
place of worship was built in the year 1540, but 
was partially destroyed in the Indian revolution 
against the Spaniards in lGfeO. 
It was 
reoccu­ 
pied by the conquerors in 16SJ2 and was complete­ 
ly restored in 1710. 
The contents of the church 
as It stands today, include an ancient copper bell 
in which the date 1350 is cast, and several valu­ 
able 
old 
religious 
paintings pierced with ar­ 
row holes—grim reminders of the days when the 
settlement A\as attached by hostile Indians. 


Almost Jn the shadow' of the church stands an 
adobe structure W'hich is claimed to be the "Old­ 
est House in the United States.” 
A considerable 
portion .. this quaint dwelling remains as it has 
been for centuries, and there seems to be no rea­ 
son to doubt the claim that it is the most ancient 
building, continuously inh ibited, in this country. 
On tfce main foad entering i..** * ity 
from 
the 
south stand the ruins of the old Spanish fortifica- 
and within a raduu? of a few n.ilea are a 
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number of old 
mis­ 
sion 
buildings — the 
churches of the pio­ 
neers of Christianity 
a n d 
civilization — 
which are older than 
the oldest of the sim­ 
ilar 
ruins 
in 
Cali­ 
fornia, 
and 
are 
in 
an 
infinitely 
better 
state of preservation. 
Among these old land- 


marks is the Rosario chapel, erected in 
pious 
gratitude by Diego de Vargas when he, in the 
year 1692, vanquished the rebellious Indians and 
recaptured the little city of the Holy Faith from 
which his countrymen had been excluded for a 
dozen years. 


At tho side of the plaza or central square of 
Santa Fe stands the palace.

CHANGES IN CHINATOWN. 


Residents of New York's Oriental Quarter Dress 


for Dinner. 


One reliable source of big city wheezes seems 
to have dried up. The Chinks are no longer to bo 
considered funny, the Newr York correspondent of 
the Cincinnati Times-Star writes. Time was w'hen 
hard working humorists could take a turn through 
Chinatown and come back with a screamingly 
funny story about flapping panties and streaming 
queues and pigeon English. Now the Chinese res­ 
idents have taken on a different air, 
They act 
like regular people ever since their 
moldy 
old 
country got out of its grave clothes long enough 
to put up a fight for liberty. 
They talk straight 
to you, and their dialect isn't a bit funnier than 
is the brogue of the newly arrived Irishman or the 
broken English of the German immigrant or the 
lingo of the newcomer from Russia or the patois 
of the French Canadian. 
Tbey look you right in 
the eye. They never did cringe any—memory fails 
to recall any John Chinaman who would rub his 
hands together to get trade—but they are inde­ 
pendent and self respecting 
now. 
Maybe 
the 
facts are not related, but there has been little dis­ 
order in the Chinese quarter since 
that 
fever 
broke out in the Chinese body politic. It may be, 
of course, due to the fact that other people 
re­ 
spect them nowadays. In the old days they broke 
into the news only as the objects at which wit 
was aimed, or as mysterious Orientals who liked 
the black smoke and sold chop suey. 
Nowadays 
they are figures in a movement of world impor­ 
tance, and they appreciate the fact. 
The other 
night a reporter went to Chinatown to see one of 
the prominent residents. 
The last time the re­ 
porter talked to him the Chinaman was garbed a 
la John Laundryjnan, although his house was il­ 
luminated by gold embroidery. 
This time the re­ 
porter found him wearing a dinner jacket. 
Two 
or three guests were similarly attired. 
“Just a 
symbol of our new status/* said the Chinaman, 
with a smile. 
lie is a graduate of an American 
college, by the way. “We are no longer to be con­ 
sidered barbarian»/1 


n f’Olitical historical standpoint, le 
the most important building in tlie 
ancient city. 
For more than 300 
yearb it served as the home and of­ 
fice of the Spanish, Mexican and 
American governors. 
Here, in the 
seventeenth century, the Holy In­ 
quisition held its functions, and in 
this building, hundreds 
of 
year* 
later, 
Gen. 
Lew 
Wallace, while 
serving as 
governor, 
wrote 
his 
novel, “Hen Hur.” 
In the different 
eras the rulers who established the 
seat of authority in the old palace 
were 
designated 
respectively 
as 
viceroy, captain general, political 
chief, department commander and 
governor, while the territory over 
which t h e y held sway was known 
successively as a kingdom, prov­ 
ince, 
department 
and 
territory. 
Now 
it 
advances 
to 
the dignity 
ot a sovereign state in the great 
American sisterhood. 


The older portions of Santa Fe 
are typically Mexican, with squat 
little adobe houses strung irregu­ 
larly along narrow, winding streets, 
and even in what is known as the 
“new town” on the other side of 
the little river, the 
baked 
mud 
structures of the same unconven­ 
tional architectural lines are inter­ 
spersed with the 
massive 
cathe­ 
dral, modern business blocks 
and 
other 
creations 
of 
present-day 
American enterprise. 
More 
than 
half ot the population of the city 
is IfftxW an, and many of the wom­ 
en of that race go 
about 
with 
their heads Bwathed in the invari­ 
able black fringed shawls. 
Frowsy 
burros amble along with packs of 
firewood or garden truck as large 
as themselves, and Indians from 
the neighboring pueblos offer the 
'strange pottery of their own man­ 
ufacture. 


Santa Fe rejoices in a wonder­ 
ful climate. 
As is to be expected 
in a locality that is nearer the 
heavens than the highest 
moun­ 
tain peaks east of the* Mississippi 
river, there is a fine, bracing, tonic 
air, and the sun 
shines 
on 
at 
least 340 days out of the year. 
These climatic 
advantages, 
com­ 
bined with the creature comforts brought by the 
invading Yankees have produced a combination 
that is attracting to Santa Fe and vicinity many 
invalids and persons in search of health to whom 
the dry atmosphere Is a boon of priceless value. 
Some of these health seekers live in tents in the 
country or in the outskirts of the city, but the 
leisure folk who have been attracted to Santa Fe 
merely because of its ideal climate, dwell in 
cozy cottages which are in striking contrast to the 
houses of adobe—the “forerunner of concrete.” 
Although the Mexicans of Santa Fe take life 
with the traditional ease of their race, it is pos­ 
sible for the American housewife in New Mexico 
to secure domestic help with perhaps somewhat 
less difficulty than is encountered by her sister 
in the average American city. A cook or general 
housewtorker may be obtained at a wage of from 
$12 to $20 a month. 
However a family living in 
a cozy five or six room cottage seldom requires 
outside help, or at most, will find their needs in 
this direction amply served by a young Mexican 
girl who will act as nurse or household helper, 
and who can be secured for a wage of from $8 
to $12 per month, 
American residents of Santa 
Fe who are proud of her progress 
point 
with 
pride to a number of twentieth century residences 
and business structures, and, incidentally, they di­ 
rect attention to the handsome capitol building, 
erected as the territorial capitol of New Mexico, 
and which from every standpoint compares most 
favorably with many of

throughout tho Union.

Away With the Present Rapid 
Destruction of the Forests.

Writing for Appreciation, and Dollars, 
Really Is Not Such a Bad Pro­ 
fession, After All. 


Writing for a living Isn't half 
as 
v bad a profession as it is held to be by 
Robert S. Yard, who has recently pub­ 
lished the confession of a publisher, 
in 
a 
weekly 
periodief.3, 
Mr, Yard 
holds that “our favorite novelist has 
to work like the deuce and 
sell 
at 
least one short story a month to aver­ 
age $3,D0Q a year.“ 
Well, it all 
de­ 
pends on who your favorite novelist 
may be. 
Some of the best writers of 
Action stories* insist on calling them 
fact stuff, you know. 
The owner of 
the Who's Who ranch 
in 
Montana, 
who writes serio-comic 
stuff 
for 
a 
weekly, averages not less than 530,000 
a year. 
Irwin S. Cobb recently gave 
up newspaper work to become a regu­ 
lar highbrow, because he 
can 
make 
$15,000 a year easily.

thinness, and for cheapness, tough­ 
ness and flexibility it is said will be 
superior to the present paper where­ 
of the multitude of books are made. 
Nickel sheets, it is claimed, can be 
made so amazingly thin as to take 
20,000 of them to equal the thicknesi 
of an inch. 


These sheets—as well as sheets of 
steel and copper—can be made by the 
great inventor to absorb printers' ink. 
though the ink may have to be of 
somewhat 
different 
ingredients, 
al­ 
though the present ink makes a per­ 
fectly good impression on nickel. “The 
same shades and colors,” 
he 
says, 
“can be brought out on nickel as are 
now brought out on fine calendared 
paper. The cost of manufacture on a 
small scale is $1.75 a pound, but I be­ 
lieve this could be reduced 
to 
$1 
were the nickel sheets manufactured 
in rolls and large quantities. 
The 
operation Is performed by electroly­ 
sis, and the process is absolutely ac­ 
curate. 


The electrical current deposits on a 
prepared base one twenty-thousandth 
of an inch of nickel In a minute and 
a half. No more or no less is deposit­ 
ed, because it is governed by a chem­ 
ical law. 
On account of the extreme 
thinness of the nickel sheets,” he 
a4ds, MI hardly believe they would 
serve as a substitute for the paper 
on which newspapers are 
printed.'1 
The solution of the newspaper diffi­ 
culty, however, he considers is to bt 
found in the discovery of a substl* 
tute for carbon ink, by which old pa 
pers could be put through the paper 
mills, re-made, and bleached.

remember. For the long, slender neck 
the lower edge of the collar should be 
lainly rounded and the upper edge 
urved up into a pointed effect under 
each ear. 


For a short, plump person, on the 
contrary, the upper edge of the collar 
3hould be plain all around, except at 
the very middle of the front, where It 
should curve slightly downward, and 
ihe lower edge, followed the 
same 
general lines, should curve down still 
more pronouncedly, with a medallion 
or tiny bow at the center, to empha­ 
size the “dip." 
This gives the effect 
af lengthening the neck, and the col­ 
lar can be almost as elaborately era- 
Droidered as the higher one for the 
tall person.

EFFECT OF GRASS ON TREES 


Experiments Made In England Seem 
to Have Shown That it Is 
Injurious. 
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At tho Woburn experimental fruit 
farm a long inquiry has ben conduct­ 
ed into the effect of grass on trees, 
and the experiments which have been 
carried out form the substance of the 
thirteenth report of the farm, which 
has just been issued. 


It has been shown that tho general 
result of grassing the ground, either 
by sowing seed or replacing the turf 
after the trees have been planted, is 
tho arrestation of all healthy growth 
and the absoluto stunting 
of 
the 
tree. 


A light and unhealthy character im­ 
parted to the leaves is one of the first 
noticeable results of the 
action 
of 
grass upon trees. With trees that are 
feeling the full effect of grass the 
fruits are found to be small and ill 
developed. 


The variations in soil temperature 
are less when the ground is grassed, 
and this alone would be favorable to 
the growth of trees; but this good in­ 
fluence is outweighed by the dele­ 
terious effects.—London Dally Mail.

The First-Second National bank, ot 
Pittsburgh, Pa., the second largest in 
the city, was closed by order of the 
comptroller of the currency. The First 
National bank, of McKeesport, Pa., an 
allied institution, also closed its doors. 


W. S. Kuhn and J. S. Kuhn own the 
controlling interests in both banks, 
and their closing led to persistent re­ 
ports that other concerns in which the 
two men are interested were in trou­ 
ble. 


These were in part verified when 
application for a receiver 
for 
the 
American Water Works and Guaranty 
company was filed in the federal court. 
This is the largest concern of its kind 
in the country, controlling more than 
forty water works plants.

blocks away, started a run on that in­ 
stitution.

A 8p«cial Investigation of tho Effoct of 
Radium to Bo Mado. 


Cambrldije, 
Mass. — The 
effect 
ol 
radium in the treatment ot cancer Is to 
be made the subject of a special inves- 
tigation under the direction of Dr. Wil- 
liam Duane at the Harvard 
medical 
school. 


For the present the experiments will 
be conducted In the Colllg P. Hunting- 
ton buildini^, but as soon as possible n 
special building is to be constructed 
adjoining the medical school and de- 
voted entirely to the work of radium 
investigation. 


Dr, Duane has studied In the labora- 
tory of Mme, Curie, the discoverer of 
radium, and has been in touch 
also 
with the work of the Radium institute 
in London. 
The investigHtlon Is to be 
mado under the supervision of the can- 
cer commission of Harvard. 
Dr, B. E 
Tyzzee, 
diro<.'tor of the 
commission, 
says that u group of investigators is 
being assembled to attack the problem 
of cancer treatment from various points 
of view.

The president of the United States 
came to Gettysburg and made a speech 
and over a dozen governors, 
trailed 
by their staffs, marched and counter- 
marched, but the real feature of thö 
last day of the reunion was the parade 
before sunrise, the siuRlng, shouting 
parade, while Confederate bands play 
ed "Marching Through Georgia" and 
the Federad bands stirred the echoes 
Qt the Ro\indtops with "Dixie." 
Thu 
paraders were made up of old men 
who had found theiv youth on 
tho 
fteld of Gettysburg and who marched 
with 
their 
hands 
on each other's 
shoulders or their arms around each 
oth^er's necks. 


No one episode of the semi-centen- 
nial celebration testified so finely to 
the one big fact that the veterans ol 
the blue and gray have thoroughly en- 
Joyed themselves, but all bitterness, 
all soreness has passed away, and that 
every dollar that our Uncle Sam and 
the states spent was 
mighty 
well 
•pent in bringing them together. 


At least 75,000 people saw the fire- 
works and took Joy In the pleasure of 
the 
veterans. Automobiles 
came 
all 
the way from Philadelphia and Balti- 
more, as well as from the small towns 
for fifty miles around. 


The roads were choked with grunt- 
ing 
motors, 
and 
M ajor 
Groome*s 
Pennsylvania police, together with the 
regular 
army 
cavalry, 
found It a 
sweating, trying job to guard the lives 
of veterans who wandered over tho

President Wilson was received 
at 
the Western Maryland station by the 
Pennsylvania monuments commission.

der Major Groome, The escort wasted 
no time hi getting Mr. Wilson over 
the mile between the station and the 
encampment.

One veteran, Colonel 
John Love, of the Eighth Virginia, Just 
bad time to grasp his hand and then 
the secret service men had rushed him 
out of the big tent and Into his auto- 
mobile.

and there he preached to the people 
from the knowledge of the Shu King, 
or 
Book 
of 'Historical 
Documents; 
from the Li Kl. or Book of Ancient 
Rites, and from the Shih King, or 
Book of Ancient Poems. 
His wisdom 
brought him a large number of fol- 
lowers and 
students. 
And he 
was 
' comfortably 
established 
in 
Japan 
' among the people, who respected him 
for his wonderful knowledge of the 
. Confucian classics. 


Chu was wealthy and there came a 
, time when he could be of service to 
the Japanese government in one of 
the provinces 
through 
a 
loan 
of 
money. 
Three thousand taels of gold 
were turned over by him "for the use 
of the 
Japanese 
government. 
One 
tael of gold at that time was equal 
approximately to one ounce and 
a 
quarter. 
Today this would mean a 
sum of about $75,000, but of course at 
that time the value of gold was more 
than it is today, 


Chu. the exile, died in Japan, and 
he left a will which is still in exist- 
ence in Japan. 
In this will he re- 
quested that 
until 
the 
Chinese 
re- 
gained the power and 
crushed ,the 
Manchu dynasty the debt should not 
be repaid to his descendants in China. 
And he also devised that he should 
be buried in Japan and that his bones 
should not be sent back to China un- 
til the sons of Hans regained 
the 
power in China. 


The Japanese government recorded 
the details of the ancient loan and 
the will of the dead exile. 
And upon 
the fall of the Manchu dynasty and 
the establishment of the Chinese re- 
public. a number 
of 
the 
Japanese 
' scholars and university students .were 
Bent to discover the heirs of 
Chu. 
The Investigation, which, although It 
seemed impossible at the beginning. 
' disclosed that Chu Shang-pai Hankow 
Is the direct descendant of the self- 
exiled Chu Shang-pai. 


I 
When the identity of the present 
' Chu Shang-pai was thoroughly estab- 
lished copies of the records were pre- 
sented to him. together with the old 
Bwords, garments and historical docu- 
ments left by his pjicestor. And some 
time in June Chu will visit Japan to 
present his caso and claim the-money 
left to him by his ancestor. 


It is said that no diillculty will be 
experienced in getting an appropria- 
tion to repay the ancient debt, but 
there is doubt as to whether the spirit 
of the second provision of the will 
can be carried out. 
Even should it 
be determined that Chu's bones could 
be returned now with propriety to his 
native land, the diillculty would then 
•arise of finding where his bones now 
lie. 
There is no record of the place

and 
scholars in Japan 
commissioned 
to 
find his burial place have thus far 
failed, 


Chu, the heir, Is a poor man, and 
the equivalent of the 3,000 taels ot 
gold will make him rich. 
It is not 
known as yet whether the government 
proposes to pay Interest on the debt.

upon $75,000 for 270 years would be 
a gigantic task. 
If not compounded

The setting—the bare barnlike hall 
—in itself 
scarcely 
Inspires 
confi* 
dence. 
One end is screened from the 
gaze of the occupants by a long cur- 
tain through which a monstrous horn 
of brass extends into the room, being 
suspended from the ceiling. 


Grouped around are a motely as- 
sembly of musicians with instruments 
of weird design. 
Somehow these in- 
struments seem familiar, yet no one 
ever saw their liko in a theater or- 
chestra. 
They are especially 
con- 
structed to produce soft sound waves 
that do not drown the singer's voice. 


The violins no longer possess the 
familiar curves and sturdy 
frames. 
They are hollow tubelike affairs with 
strangely arranged strings. The cellos 
are in a similar emaciated condition, 
their aniple sides having apparently 
dwindled into slight wooden supports. 
Every instrument, however, boasts a 
little aluminum horn, directed tow^ard 
the parent trumpet, in order to con- 
centrate the sound waves at one com* 
mon point. 
Perched on a high plat- 
form near the roof is the conductor, 
whose lofty position is chosen to take 
him out of the way of all important 
sound waves. 


The performer stands on 
a little 
wooden platform right at the mouth 
of the receiving trumpet. 
A few hur- 
ried directions and then strict silence 
is the rule. 
No human voice or sound 
but that of the singer must now dis- 
turb the atmosphere, for 
the 
little 
machine behind the curtain relentless- 
ly I'ecords every little sound wave. 


A red light is flashed and the atten- 
uated little orchestra gets to work. 


And then the artist has to sing to 
this strange little assembly with aban- 
don and zest as though the inspiration ' rene.

In Gettvsbtire Hotel 


Gettysburg, July 2.—Seven 
pereoM 
were stabbed to-night in the Gettysburg 
Hotel by two young men, who aroused 
the ire of both Union and Confederate 
veterans by* linking Abraham Lincoln's 
name with a foul oath. 
The two men, 
believed to be pickpcM-keta, annoyed « 
groat crowd of veterans in the dining- 
room by their loud talking and profane 
language. One veteran remonstrated with 
them, and one of the men made a vile re« 
joinder as to who and what Lincoln WA«. 
Instantly the whole room was in an np- 
roar. 
The aged men leaped from their 
seats at the ilining table and, in spite of 
their feebleness, attempted to strike the 
profane youth. He and his comradc drew 
long knives and kept the crowd away. 
The cries of the combatants attracted State 
Constables Färber and Sergeant Carroll, 
of tbe quartermasters' department, U. S. 
A , who rushed into the melee and grap- 
pled with the two men. 
Both were stab- 
bed and foil to the floor. The young men 
then stabbed five others and ran out of 
the hotel, disappearing in the confusion.

Most of them have wives and daugh- 
ters and sweethearts, and 
perchance 
they lacked the courage to blurt out 
an equally emphatic "Yes!" 


Women Considered Unfitted. 
J a m e s B. Mabon, president of that 
great organization, the 
financial 
pulse 
of the United States, was not there to 
challenge. 
William C. Van Antworth. 
an active member of this 
monetary 
court, volunteered to plump the query 
fairly to Mr. Mabon. 
He did, and Mr. 
Mabon, wltliout the suggestion of hesi- 
tation, ruled feminines from the "run- 
ning." 


Seemingly it was the consensus of 
opinion that woman is temperamental- 
ly unfitted for the battle of dollars as 
it is played in Wall street. 
The Ex 
change has never been called to pass 
officially upon the question. 
Men who 
have weathered 
typhoons where 
tho 
financial 
flood 
was seeking to destroy 
their fortunes, 
sweep 
away 
their 
homes and plunge their loved ones in- 
to want, disiilay little sentiment. Their 
silent but none the loss certain ver- 
dict could not be misread; 
"Woman 
has no place in the sorry, bitter and 
disappointing struggles of Wall street. 
She hasn't the 
physical 
fitness 
nor 
the mental characteristics to navigate 
daily that maelstrom of dollars and 
gain safe harbor without paying the 
penalty of mentality wrecked upon the 
Bhoals of mercilessness." 


Yet there are Exchange 
members 
and prominent men and women in al- 
most every walk of commercial 
life 
who are championing her claim to fit- 
ness for a seat on 'Change. 
They are 
as outspoken in commendation of her 
executive and 
financial 
ability as Is 
Mr. Mabon in his opposition. 


Woman 
is represented 
in 
almost 
1 every walk of commercial and profes- 
' Bional life. 
She is at the head of gi- 
gantic industries; she is the confiden- 
, tial adviser to men who risk millions 
daily upon securties. She is the buffer 
between men of immense fortunes and 
gi'eat business cares and the general 
public. 
Financiers 
of 
unquestioned 
Judgment have been known to ask her 
advice before consummating deals in- 
volving great sums. 
But she is barred 
from the greatest money-changing in- 
stitution in the 
United 
States—the 
New York Stock Exchange. 


Never Has SouQht a Seat. 
The Exchange has never had an ap- 
plication from a woman for member- 
ship. 
Seemingly, the pit has never ap- 
pealed to those feminines who 
have 
brains and the money with which to 
purchase a seat. 
Women have dealt, 
on 'Change, but they have been con- 
tent to let men fight their battles—to 
permit 
the 
broker 
to execute 
their 
orders and collect his 
commissions. 
Further than that woman has never 
attempted to project herself into the 
Innermost circles of inside 
finance 


But of her most ardent champions, 
who admit they believe her fitted for 
the nerve-racking, healih-wrecking bat- 
tle of the pit, are George W. Hurty of 
the firm of Henry Clews & Co., Mrs 
Alma Webster Powell, who says "wo- 
men are more fit for Stock Exchange 
work than men;" Mme. Alice de la 
Ruelle, government inspector of labor 
In France, who believes there should 
be full equality of sexes, 
and 
Mrs. 
Jacques Futrelle, wife of tho author 
who lost his life on the Titanic. 


Mrs. Futrelle's argument as to wo- 
man's tiualificatlon 
is decidedly 
the 
most novel. 
"Nervousness is woman's 
natural state," ahe says, 
"She would 
be quite at home on the floor of the 
Exchange. 
She can go Into hysterics 
one minute and be perfectly recovered 
and calm the next. 
Can man? 
No! 
If a man gives himself up 
to 
his 
nerves he is ill for weeks, 


"I do not see why woman should be 
barred from membership on 'Change 
just because of her sex. If women suc- 
ceed in getting the ballot they will be 
citizens with the same right as men. 
If a woman like Mrs. Hetty Green, for 
instance, should apply for a seat 
on 
the Exchange, it seems to m e her ap- 
plication should be acted ui>on favor- 
ably. 
Even if she never appeared on 
the floor, she should have the right 
tr fiwn a seat.

Mrs. Hetty Green, conceded to bo

have never seriously considered 
the 
question,'* she said. 
"I always have 
received satisfactory treatment 
from 
the brokers in Wall street, and I am 
unwilling at present to state my views 
on that question." 


Now comes Chevalier Hurly with his 
defense of woman's ability and his ex- 
pressed belief she would prove an as- 
set instead of a hindrance in the hus- 
tling life of Wall street. 
He says: "As 
the trend of times points to equality 
in all things between men and 
wo- 
men, it is not impossible that when 
women get tho right of ballot and are 
admitted to full citizenship they may 
possess seats on 'Change. 
This ques 
tlon 
has 
never 
been 
considered 
in 
Wall street, and it Is impossible 
to 
say now what the decision of the mem- 
bership would be should a woman ap- 
ply lor a seat. 


"Yet the Exchange is not antagon- 
istic tov>'ard women 
financiers, 
and 
there is no reason to beiievo it will 
withhold membership from them if in 
time they become eligible. 
Our con- 
ptitut^on reads that to become a mem- 
ber of the Exchange one 
must 
be 
twenty-one years old and a citizen of 
the United States. 
There is nothing 
in our constitution that positively for- 
bids women becoming members. 
If a 
woman, ui)on obtaining full citizenship, 
should apply 
tor 
membership. I 
am 
sure her application would bo fairly 
and possibly favorably acted upon by 
the governing board.

"Women Best Adapted." 


Mr. Hurty's 
ideas 
coint Ide 
some- 
what with those of Mrs. Alma Webster

But 
she goes mu^-^h further than Mr, Hurty, 
and says: "I bglieve that women could 
fctanc* the nervous strain of Exchange 
life better than men. 


"I believe that women should be ad- 
mitted to the membei'ship of the Ex- 
change if they so desire. 
Women are 
far better adapted to this sort of work 
than men. 
They can 
stand 
more 
nervous strain. They have been stand- 
ing nervous strains for thousands of 
generations. In their homes and in the 
rearinjj of their children they are al- 
ways under some such strain. 
It is a 
well-known fact that men yield more 
quickly to nervous strain than women 
Women always stand the strain 
first, 
then faint afterward. They sometimes 
are sIcU for weeks, but they do ijiot 
>ield. 


"Won an is capable of all work that 
requires concentration. 
Trust a wo- 
man to get through. 
She could handle 
a million shares of stock if she had to.

her latter day rivals 
may

passed Santa Fe In the race for 
population and cor: : , i.'^l

Ing, but 
none 
of

or 
cosmopoli- 
tan 
character- 
istics. 


Indeed, 
the 
fascinating old 
city of 
Canta 
Fe 
not 
only 
enjoys the dis- 
tinction of be- 
ing the oldest 
town and 
the 


oldest capital on the American continent, but it 
Is probably the quaintest and most 
picturesque 
settlement within the borders of the United States. 
In the centuries in which its interesting history 
has extended the VlJla Real de Santa Fe de San 
Francisco do AssissI—to give 
its 
full 
Spanish 
name—has been under three Hags, each 
ruling 
power having left its Impress without obliterat- 
ing the iniluencGs of the others. 
In short, no 
other city of this hemisphere, not even St. August- 
ine 01^ New Orleans, so links the 
past and 
the 
present—the old era and the new in American 
civilization. 


To a certain extent Santa Fe may be said to 
be off the main beaten paths of transcontinental 
railway travel, being, lu fact, the terminus of a 
branch railroad which forius an offshoot of some 
18 miles from the through line to the Pacific coast. 
However, this circumstance has not prevented a 
commendable 
commercial 
development 
in 
the 
ancient city and in these days of automobiles and 
in the future of the aeroplane Santa Fe will be re- 
lieved of any sense of isolation. The ancient cap- 
ital is situated in the middle of a high plain rim- 
med with 
mountain 
peaks, 
the 
altitude being 
more than 7,000 feet above tho sea, and as 
the 
iourist climbs up on to what appears to be In very 
truth the roof of the world, there lies spread out 
on either hand a panorama of far-reaching plains 
guarded by a close cordon of blue mountains that 
Is simply inspiring in its sublime beauty. 


The little city of Santa Fe has a 
wealth 
of 
"show places/' any one of which might be expect- 
ed to make tho reputation of a much larger city 
as a tourist Mecca. 
One of the most Interesting 
of these historical 
headllners 
Is 
the 
famous 
Church of San Miguel, the "cradle of Christianity 
on the American continent," 
This time-honored 
place of worship was built in the year 1540, but 
was partially destroyed in the Indian revolution 
against the Spaniards In 1680. 
It was 
reoccu- 
pled by the conquerors in 16^2 and was complete- 
ly restored in 1710. 
The contents of the church 
as it stands today, include an ancient copper bell 
In which the date J350 is cast, and several valu- 
able 
old 
religious 
paintings pierced with 
ar- 
row holes—grim reminders oi the days when the 
settlement vsub atiuc^^ed by hostile Indians. 


Almost in the shadow of the church stands an 
adobe structure which is claimed to bo the "Old- 
est liouse in the United States." 
A considerable 
portion .. this quaint dwelling remains as it has 
been for centuries, and there sc-iems to be no rea- 
son to doubt the claim that It is the most ancient 
building, continupuiily inl- ibitcd. In this country.

RECALLS BUSY CANAL DAYS 


Quaint Phatet of an Old Canal Boat 


man's Many Unique

Auburn. Pa.—Boating on the Schuyl- 
kill canal continued this winter for vt 
longer period than some of tho very 
oldest canal boatmen can remember. 
At least this is what Capt. Henry Rep- 
pert, a retired boatman, says, and he 
ought io know, for he served 40 years- 
as a boatman^ and cultivated some pe- 
culiar traits.

Del., through the Delaware river, and 
thence plied through the waters of the 
Schuylkill to the coal regions, carry- 
ing on the return trip 115 tons of coal. 
He remembers when the 
first

steam barge, known In 1852 as t h e 
Daniel P. 
Shenfelder, was built 
at 
Reading and carried coal down the 
Schuylkill into t h e Union canal, and 
finally found Its course all the way to 
Albany, N, Y.. 
This boat, had a ca- 
pacity of 152 tons. 


He also recalls the packet 
boats 
that carried passengers from Reading 
to Philadelphia and return. 
They left 
Readdng at 4 o'clock every morning 
and arrived In 
Philadelphia 
at 
6 
o'clock in the evening. 
There was s 
relay of horses every 10 or 12 miles. 
The boats were known as the Planet 
and the Swan. 
A year later, in 184T| 
other packet boats were put in serv 
Ice, carrying both freight and 
pa» 
sengers. 


Wh6n Capt. Reppert started his lif< 
as a tow-path trotter, the smaller cana 
boats were still in use—boats 10 feet 
wide, 40 feet long and carrying from 
25 to 30 tons.

Residents of New York's Oriental Quarter Dress 


for Dinner. 


One reliable source of big city wheezes seems 
to have dried up. 
The Chinks are no longer to bo 
considered funny, the New York correspondent of 
the Cincinnati Times-Star Avrites. Time was when 
hard working humorists could take a turn through 
Chinatown and come back with a 
screamingly 
funny story about flapping panties and streaming 
queues and pigeon English. 
Now the Chinese res- 
idents have talcen on a different air, 
They act 
like regular people ever since their 
moldy 
old 
country got out of Its grave clothes long enough 
to put up a fight for liberty. 
They talk straight 
to you, and their dialect Isn't a bit funnier than 
is the brogue of the newly arrived Irishman or the 
broken English of the German immigrant or the 
lingo of the newcomer from Russia or the patois 
of the Fi^ench Canadian. 
They look you right in 
the eye. They never did cilnge any—memory fails 
to recall any John Chinaman who would rub his 
hands together to get trade—but they are inde- 
pendent and self respecting 
now, 
Maybe 
the 
f::cts are not related, but there has been little dis- 
order in the Chinese quarter since 
that 
fever 
broke out in the Chinese body politic. 
It may be, 
of course, due to the fact that other people 
re- 
spect them nowadays. 
In the old days they broke 
Into the news only as the objects at which wit 
was aimed, or as mysterious Orientals who liked 
the black smoke and sold chop suey. 
Nowadays 
they are figures in a movement of world impor- 
tance, and they appreciate the fact. 
The other 
night a reporter went to Chinatown to see one of 
the prominent residents. 
The last time the re- 
p<jrter talked to him the Chinaman was garbed a 
la John Laundryjnan, although his house was Il- 
luminated by gold embroidery. 
This time the re- 
j)oner found him wearing a dinner jacket. 
Two 
or three guests were similarly attired. 
"Just a 
symbol of our new status," said the Chinaman, 
with a smile. 
He is a graduate of an American 
college, by the way. 
"We are no longer to be coa- 
sidered barbarians."

invading Yankees have produced a combination 
that Is attracting to Santa Fe and vicinity many 
Invalids and persons in search of health to whom 
the dry atmosphere Is a boon of priceless value. 
Some of these health seekers live In tents In the 
country or In the outskirts of the city, but the 
leisure folk who have been attracted to Santa Fe 
merely 
because 
of Its ideal 
climate, dwell 
in 
cozy cottages which are in striking contrast to the 
houses of adobe—the "forerunner of concrete." 


Although the Mexicans of Santa Fe take life 
with the traditional ease of their race, it Is pos- 
sible for the American housewife in New Mexico 
to secure domestic help with perhaps somewhat 
less difllculty than Is encountered by her sister 
In the average American city. 
A cook or general 
housew'orker may be obtained at a wage of from 
?12 to $20 a month. 
However a family living In 
a cozy five or six room cottage seldom requires 
outside help, or at most, will find their needs in 
this direction amply served by a young Mexican 
girl who will act as nurse or household helper, 
and who can be secured for a wage of from ?8 
to $12 per month, 
American residents of Santa 
Fe who are proud of her progress 
point 
with 
pride to a number of twentieth century residences 
and business structures, and, incidentally, they di- 
rect attention to the handsome capítol building, 
erected as the territorial capítol of New Mexico, 
and which from every standpoint compares most 
favorably with many of 
the 
capítol 
bulldingi 
throughout tho Union,

Mr, Woolley said the fossil had 
come from Great Neck, Long Island, 
and was picked up by him In a stream 
which flows through his f a r m there. 


QUEER FISH HOOKS. 


To go back as far as the stone age, wo have 
only to turn to the inhabitants of Oceania, be- 
cause these natives have never progressed 
any 
farther in the art of capturing fish than did their 
ancestors centuries ago, 
The Polynesiaa hooks 
are generally barbed and some curious specimens 
have been collected In New Zealand, says 
the 
Hawaiian Star. 
One of these is made from a sec- 
tion of a dog's jaw-bone, a single tooth, whicM 
has been filed to a sharp point, being left for the 
barb. 
In this same country a hook that has been 
/ pointed with human bone Is regarded as possess* 
In exceptionally fine qualities for attracting 
the 
fish. 
I 


The best workmanship Is exhibited In the hooks 
which are used without bait and which correspond 
to our spoons. 
Pearl or other Iridescent shell 
furnishes the part which attracts the fish, and fre- 
quently the shank consists of the ribbed part of a 
shell, near the hinge of the valve, thereby giving 
the hook a sxdnning motion as it is drawn through 
the water. 
Many elaborate 
designs 
have 
a 
wooden shank, neatly carved and inlaid with ^ 
silver of haliotis shell, while the barb is of sharj)- 
ened bone. 
The extreme delicacy required in ac- 
curately piecing together one of these composit« 
hook3 may be imagined.

The First 
Nfttioual bank, of McKeesport, Pa., an 
allied Institution, also closed its doors. 


W. S. Kuhn and J. S. Kuhn own the 
controlling interests in both 
banks, 
and their closing led to persistent re- 
ports that other concerns in which the 
two men are interested were in trou- 
ble. 


These were in part verified when 
application for a receiver 
for 
the 
American Water Works and Guaranty 
company was filed in the federal court. 
This is the largest concern of its kind 
in the country, controlling more than 
forty water works plants. The Kuhns 
are promî • ally identifed "'ith it. 


The attorneys who appeared before 
Judge C. P. Orr in the federal court 
to ask for receivers for the American 
Water Works and Guarantee company 
also asked for receivers for the bank- 
ing firm of J. S. & W. S. Kuhn, Inc.
